ever to Paris and pass up all of the 

real novelties — of which there are 

‘plenty every season—in favor of the 

 Slandardizations they themselves con- 
demn. This has been going on so long 
how that couturiers; however brave, 
only dare present a few really differ- 
tines each season. These are; usu- 
aly left to pine on the parent stem,

A new kind of belt, a different color,

ming—these are the veriations that 
women of the world will accept. They 
will often refuse a new kind of trim- 
ming and accept a familiar one pre- 
sented in a new manner. This is the 
case with fringe. Let me see—it was 
fully four seasons ago that fringe be- 
came a headliner as garniture for 
smart clothes. It went over big, as 
you will remember, and almost every- 
body expected it would vanish from 
the scroll of styles. It didn’t. Fringe 
as a fashionable trimming has lived 
through all of these seasons and is 
still going strong. : 

But where are the fringes of yester- 
year? They have indeed passed out, 
and the fringes of today have only a. 
resemblance to them in the added 
grace they give to garments they 
adorn. In fact, this has always been 
the secret of the seductive charm ex- 
ercised by fringe. The new fringes 
are a younger generation, and the 
manner in which “aris uses them -is. 
usually quite different from methods 
hitherto employed. So we get style 
changes, and capricious woman is still 
entitled to her title, because she 
chooses these latest fringe arrange- 
ments, discarding her former loves of 
the same family. . 

A new fringe trimming that is a 
supreme favorite of the season is the 
degradée fringes that are one tone at 
the top and run through a whole range 
of nuances. of that tone, merging into 
a deeper one at the bottom. Up to 
now, even this season, these shaded 
fringes have been seen chiefly on eve- 
ning frocks, and it is only in the last 
few weeks that Paris has been putting 
them on daytime dre I, person- 
ally, prefer them in-thelr new place 
on the smart afternoon and cocktail 
dresses of midwinter. 

One of the prettiest of all of the 
fringe fancies, is the fringe tunic, 
shaded in tones ~ the dress with 


“which it is worn. Such is our first t 


model, an afternoon gown in almond 
green armure cloth from Irfé, who, 
as you probably know, is Prince Yous- 
sopouf. This frock illustrates quite 
well the beautiful line that is character- 


jigtic of this house. The straight blouse 


is made of diagonal panels, ending in 
an uneven waist line, at which point 
the fringe tunic, in shaded greens, be- 
gins. The curved line is a clever arti- 
fice, for the fringes hanging from it 


‘sway with extraordinary grace from 


this line. Irfé puts simple bishop 
sleeves in the blouse and places a 
straight, quite narrow skirt beneath

In addition to the many wide drtnan 
trimmings that are a la mode in Paris, 


a number of leading creators are geod 


ing simple frocks and 

trimmed with narrow fringes, which in 
many cases are loop fringes. They re- 
place, to an extent, the tuck trimming 
that has been so extensively worn, and 
they -give to a model a different look 
that is quite sufficient. Our second 
offering is a Martial et Armand dress 
decorated in this manner. It is one 
of the most successful creations that 
Paris has seen during the current 
month. Of ‘equal interest with the 
trimming is.the novel arrangement of 
the tiers and the bolero. Madame Val- 
let has cut the bolero so that it hangs 
a bit askew at the side front closing, 
something like a carelessly buttoned 
vest. This is the secret of its charm 
—this and the edging of gray fringe 
which contrasts exquisitely with the 
old rose crépe of the dress. The un- 
usual sleeves are also/trimmed with 
fringe from wrist to elbow, where the 
sleeve is Split and shows a bit of the 
white arm beneath. Continuing the

lines of modernity. Philippe et Gaston 
have merely used the idée Espagnole 
as a piquant note. The coat is made 
of gray crépe, the body cut in diagonal 
sections that terminate at the knees 
in long gray fringes. The diagonal line 
is furthered by.. the closing. A long 
scarf, which forms the collar, is also 
fringed, and is beaded above the fringe 
These beads also 
form the embroidery that is placed at 
the bottom of each diagonal section. 
Sleeves which flare a trifle and are 
steel embroidered and fringed complete 
this unusual ccat. Don't overlook the 
uneven hemline of this model. 

As these models show you, fringe 
trimming is being used rather in odd 
arrangements than in the straight, all 
around fringe tiers and flounces that 
we have seen before. Our coat shows 


one way of doing fringe spotting to 
get a smart effect, and our fourth 
model, a cocktail dress from Anna, 
shows another. Anna has cut this 
frock of mauve georgette on straight 
lines, with the skirt shirred in front. 
On each hip she places a large pocket 
of mauve georgette encrusted with 
trimmed with 
long fringe in self-color, which hangs 
considerably lower than the hemline 
of the freck. Just. below the 
neck line in the back is a diamond 
shaped motif of reorgette, alxo em- 
broidered in zold embroidery. and like- 
wise trimmed with mauve fringes, the 
effect oom rather like that of a cane.

I therefore propose that the passenger departments 
develop these folders into genuine guide books and ‘keep a 
generous supply in every club car and observation car. Some- 
thing. else would also help to make their customers happy: 
putting om every train an accurate, large scale map of the 
country traversed. It could be hung on the dead wall of the 
dining car—that is, on the wall of.the long passageway which 
runs beside the kitchen. But it must be a good map—not the 
sort of monstrosity that, is printed in railroad time tables. .
